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School Board meeting 
erupts over question 


on exit interviews

There was only one question from the 
audience at Monday’s regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education. 

But that question set off a commotion that 
had the board members yelling over each 
other and members of the audience calling 
out. 

Barbara Rogalle Miller filled out the 
required card to speak, turned it in, and 
waited until the end of the meeting when 
she was called upon by board president 
Brent Mikulski for her question, which 
was written on the card. 

She asked what it would take to have 
the board agree to have exit interviews for 
employees leaving the district. 

President Mikulski said they would have 
School Supt. Michael Van Tassel and the 
staff come up with a report on that for the 
board and for the public. 

Then he said there was going to be a 
culture and climate survey of employees in 
October. 

Board member Sherry Frazier said she 
was surprised at this information. 

“I didn’t know we had decided to do 
that,” Frazier said and Mikulski referred to 
memos that had gone back and forth among 
board members on the internet. 

Supt. Van Tassel said the survey will 
begin in October and it will include parents 
and administration and it is exactly what 
is needed. 

“My question was about doing exit 
interviews,” Miller said. “It’s not clear 
what you are saying.” 

Mikulski turned the reply on the survey 
over to Jeff Moore, the new director of 
instruction. Moore started to reply and then 
there was confusion over whether he should 
be answering a question from the audience 
and then he was allowed to continue.

VBT Board hires new Director of Planning, Economic Development

Ronald A. Akers of Wyandotte will take 
over as head of the Van Buren Township 
Department of Planning and Economic 
Development on Aug. 17. 

At the Aug. 4 meeting of the township 
board, Akers was praised for his experience 
and recommendations and the board voted 
unanimously to approve his personal 
services agreement at a salary of $70,000. 

The memo to the board said Akers 
has worked in planning and economic 
development since 2008. His roles 
include capital improvement plans, zoning 
administration and compliance, industrial 
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development, and site plan reviews. 

He graduated from Eastern Michigan 
University with a bachelor of science degree 
in Public Administration and Regional 
Planning. This fall he is finishing up his 
graduate degrees in Public Administration 
and Economic Development at Wayne 
State University. 

He has worked for Blair Township in 
Northwestern Michigan, Whitewater 
Township outside Traverse City and 
currently works at Genoa Township in 
Livingston County as zoning official. 

“Van Buren Township has a lot of 
opportunities for growth and I’m excited 
to be a part of it,” Akers said. 

“No doubt we found the right person,” 
said Clerk Leon Wright. 

Supervisor Linda Combs said the 
interviewing committee consisted of 
herself, Clerk Wright, Treasurer Sharry 
Budd, and McKenna Associates consultant 
Patrick Sloan, who has been filling in.

Darrell Fecho, who had been an employee 
of McKenna Associates and helped out at 
VBT, was hired as Knowles deputy director 
on April 7 with a salary of $62,400, but 
has been out on medical since Knowles 
resigned. 

The township is advertising for an interim 
deputy director at a salary of $60,000. 

The parade of men in the director’s 
position started when longtime director 
Bryce Kelley resigned in late 2008, 
following the election of Supervisor Paul 
White, and briefly went to work for the 
township’s planning consultant McKenna 
Associates. 

Dan Swallow was promoted from deputy 
director to director with a salary of $62,601. 
Swallow moved on to work for the City of 
Monroe in January 2011 and Terry Carroll 
of McKenna Associates filled in and then 
took over as director. His salary in 2012 
was $77,964. 

After Carroll was fired Feb. 8, 2013, 
Arthur Mullen took over as interim director 
at $77,500 salary and then moved up to 
$92,300 for the director position in June 
2013. Mullen left in July 2014. 

Knowles replaced Mullen. Then McKenna 
Associates filled in again and now Akers is 
replacing Knowles. 

In other business at the Aug. 4 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a resolution to send to the 
State of Michigan supporting “No Reason 
Absentee Voting,’ as recommended by 
Clerk Leon Wright, who said his office 
would confirm that requests for absentee 
ballots are thoroughly vetted via signature 
checks of the application and the returned 
voted ballot; 

e Approved the 2016 Suburban Mobility 
Authority for Regional Transportation 
(SMART) municipal credit contract, 
which totals $28,348 for VBT with a local 
match of $32,597. This money is used for 
transportation for the elderly and children; 
and 

e In the public comment period, heard 
Allen Babosh discuss the public safety 
millage request and the frequent loss 
of electrical power. He was followed 
by CeJay Marshall, who spoke on the 
millage and power outage problems. Paul 
White spoke on the public safety millage. 
Marshall returned to speak in support of 
the millage.

School Supt. needs 
to let Independent 
back in buildings 


Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Michael Van Tassel has the support of 
his school board, with only one trustee 
questioning anything at all that he wants to 
do. So, the board must agree that employees 
should not possess the Independent in 
district buildings, because that’s his rule. 

The recent summary of a community 
survey of 400 voters aimed at figuring out 
why the May sinking fund millage failed, 
pointed out the importance of the paper to 
the school district. 

In Supt. Van Tassel’s report to the public in 
a recent board meeting, he failed to mention 
the Independent, which was emphasized 
again and again by the professionals. First, 
they pointed out that 79% of the voters do 
not have children in the schools and these 
voters are needed to pass any millage. He 
announced that. 

Most of these voters get their information 
on the schools from the Independent 
whether he likes it or not. They had a pie 
chart showing this and other charts. He 
didn’t announce that. 

The last sentence in the 51-page Executive 
Summary by EPIC-MRA, the highly 
regarded survey firm, reads: “Recognizing 
the penetration limitations of official 
newsletter communications, garnering as 
much coverage concerning the district’s 
efforts to make the most of what it has via 
the Belleville Independent is beneficial.” 

He might want to rethink his hostility.

Angela Nettro, who has been in local 
real estate for many years, said she is tired 
of seeing officials figuring the “average” 
home sale price in the tri-community as 
$100,000 and the taxable value at half that: 
$50,000. 

This is in connection with the 6.5 mills 
for VBT public safety on the Nov. 3 ballot, 
along with the 5 mill for the school district 
sinking fund on that same ballot. 

A $50,000 taxable value would make the 
Van Buren Township public safety millage 
cost $325 and the school sinking fund cost 
$25. 

Angela, who is out there selling homes, 
said she knows the real average home sales 
price in this area is $190,000, which would 
give that property a $95,000 taxable value. 
That would make the 6.5 mills cost $617.50 
and the school sinking fund cost $47.50. 

“I just wish they would tell the people 
what they are really going to pay,” Angela 
said. 

Then, of course, there is the library 
question that is expected to come up in the 
November 2016 election, but will be out 
of the same local pockets, as well as the 
Visteon bond payments hanging over the 
heads of VBT tax payers. 

Angela said some of her clients are telling 
her if the taxes go up again, they will have 
to move because they won’t be able to 
afford it here anymore.

Supervisor Combs 
replies to Paul White 


To the Editor: 

This is in response to the letter by Paul 
White, in which he accuses me of trying 
to discredit him and impugn his character, 
also of presenting a “bait and switch” 
scenario to residents regarding the millage. 
This simply is not true. It is true that the 
Van Buren Township board approved 
a ballot question seeking 6.5 mills for 
Public Safety. And yes, we are also facing 
a shortfall in funds to make upcoming 
payments on the “Visteon” bonds. 

During Mr. White’s tenure as Supervisor, 
he helped to negotiate a settlement during 
Visteon’s bankruptcy proceedings. The 
settlement was for $10 million, which 
we received in the form of Visteon stock. 
Since the township is prohibited by law 
from holding stocks, they were sold for 
$5.7 million, (a discount of 53%). This 
payment was to reimburse the township 
for unrealized tax revenues for which 
Visteon received abatements. The resulting 
$5.7 million is being used to make the 
current bond payments. Those funds will 
be depleted in 2018. Mr. White has been 
well aware that the township would need 
to plan for that eventuality, although he 
did nothing to formulate any plan during 
his administration, instead choosing to 
leave his successors to deal with it. Well 
Mr. White, the chickens have come home 
to roost - we need to plan and save now to 
meet our obligations in 2018. 

Public Safety costs over $7 million a 
year to operate. The current 4 mills bring 
in approximately $3.4 million annually. 
The landfill grant provides another $1 
million, leaving $3+ million to come from 
the General Fund, in addition to funding 
all other operations of the township 
government. With the shortfall looming in 
the very near future, we must start saving 
now! 

An additional 2.5 mills would 
generate approximately $2.1 million. 
By designating it for Public Safety, it 
could only be used for that purpose. 
The total 6.5 mills would generate $5.6 
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million a year, dedicated to Public Safety. 
The added guaranteed $1 million grant 
from the landfill would increase Public 
Safety funding to $6.6 million, which 
would be over 85% of the annual budget 
for police, fire, dispatch, animal control 
and ordinance enforcement. And yes, this 
would allow us to save approximately $2 
million a year toward the bond payments, 
which we are required by law to make. 
This is not “bait and switch’, it is sound 
financial management to anticipate future 
needs and put a plan in place to meet those 
needs. 

Regarding the landfill revenue — we 
receive approximately $2.5 million in 
annual tipping fees and $365,000 in 
guarantees. The guarantees are used for 
what they are designated — public safety, 
recreation, environmental and cultural, 
while the tipping fees are deposited and 
used as needed for general operating 
expenses. Property taxes continue to be 
less than in past years, for example in 
2008 we collected $972,149 and in 2014 
we received $796,222 — a decrease of 8%. 
Because we are a Charter Township by 
Resolution, we can only assess .9144 mills 
for general operations. For 2015, that is 
expected to generate about $780,000. Using 
my own property taxes as an example, of 
the $1,150 that I’ve paid, only $33.77 was 
allocated for township operations! Also, 
due to the decrease in property values, I am 
now paying close to the same amount that I 
paid in 2000. While revenue has decreased, 
expenses have not. Your township board 
makes every effort to keep expenditures 
at a minimum. Several vacant positions in 
the township have not been filled, major 
purchases have been postponed, overtime 
has been reduced, vehicles are kept in 
service longer before being replaced and 
every department director has had to do 
more with less. Your public servants are 
not wasting your tax dollars! 

Mr. White, as usual, has given you only 
part of the story. The bottom line is — in 
2003 our elected officials took the advice 
of professionals from the local, state, and 
national levels all of whom advocated 
for the Visteon development and assured 
the board that they were doing the right 
thing. Based on that, the board voted to 
sell bonds to finance the infrastructure 
for Visteon Village. No one could have 
predicted the great recession and Visteon’s 
eventual bankruptcy. It is wrong to attempt 
to lay the blame at anyone’s doorstep for 
this situation, but the fact remains that we 
are legally obligated to make those bond 
payments. A failure to do so could cause 
the State of Michigan to step in and take 
drastic measures to see that the debt is 
paid. Your current board is attempting to 
avoid such a situation by seeking dedicated 
funding for Public Safety. Those dedicated 
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funds would be exempt from any future 
state mandates that might arise from our 
inability to pay the bonds. 

We have taken steps to mitigate our 
damages, such as refinancing eligible bonds 
to save over $1 million in interest charges, 
filing a lawsuit against Visteon with the 
hope that the court will compel them to 
shoulder their obligations and assist us. In 
the meantime we must make plans to ensure 
that we have the funds available when and 
if needed. By saving $2 million a year we 
will be placing the township in a much 
better position to deal with the inevitable 
shortfall and the increased millage would 
enable us to have a dedicated revenue 
stream for Public Safety.

board action has been taken. 

“Is there an expense to it? A cost? Was it 
authorized?” she asked and she was told it 
was not authorized. 

“Its always paid in accounts payable,” 
said Board Vice President Martha Toth, 
referring to similar expenses. 

“I submitted a question,” Miller pressed, 
referring to asking about exit interviews. 

Mikulski said he didn’t have details and 
Van Tassel will provide details to the board 
as well as to her. 

“There is a perception in the community,” 
Miller began. She said it appears there is 
low morale in the teaching staff, precipitous 
departures, abnormally low retention rate 
of staff. 

She said she would like the board to put 
exit interviews on the agenda and discuss 
them openly. 

“I hear from the community and there’s 
the perception of so much darkness in the 
schools,” Miller said. “If you don’t know, 
Pm telling you.” 

There was no reply to her comments.

this professional survey, but his work 
schedule is very busy. He was not present 
at that meeting.) 

“Ms. Miller represents a good portion of 
the 79% of people who do not have children 
in the schools,” she said, pointing out these 
are voters the district needs, as the recent 
survey of voters pointed out. 

“We need to address exit interviews,” 
Frazier said. “We need to not sweep it under 
the rug, but discuss it openly. Professional 
exit interviews can be very beneficial to the 
organization that uses them.” 

Then, Frazier said 80% of people leave 
their jobs because of management and 
Trustee Kathy Kovach interrupted her to 
question that figure. While Frazier started 
to explain her source, Toth began talking 
over her comments. 

Toth said what the board is doing in 
discussing exit interviews is misleading 
to the public because, she said to Frazier,

interviews.
